DiffereiQoe of Opinion- 

In his plnco in Parliament, Mr. De- 
Cosmoa snid.respcctiug Mr. Mackonicie's 
Builwfty Bchomo: '"l coiisiJor tlio pro- 
BOiit Oovorumout Bchomo to bo far bettor 
tlum that of tbo lato Govorument.." Ifc 
is not, we assure tho reader, booause of 
any intrinsic value to be attaolied to the 
opinion of the senior- member for ibis 
city] tbat it is now quoted, but simply 
for the purpose of pointing out tho strau go 
dirergeuco of opinion Letweou tho master 
anil the organ tbo leading column of 
whiob was devoted yesterday to proving 
that Mr. Mackonzio's Eailway policy is 
not only objectionable in tbo o.\t' omo, 
but absolutely uiideserviug of serious 
criticism or commou respect, and that 
Mr. Walkem did a patriotic and statos- 
m.inlike thing in refusing all considera- 
tion to tho "ridioulouB proposols" made 
to the Pacific Province. With Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's Boil way scheme in the larger and 
general sense British Columbia will be 
apt to feel less concerned than with that 
speoifio port of it which relates to the 
time, place and manner of commencing 
and carrying on tho construction of that 
portion of the raihvayifaliing within her 
own territorial boundary. Tho attempt, 
therefore, of tho Government organ to 
mix and muddle tho two so as, if possible, 
to distract public thought is nn old iiiid 
transiiarent trick, extremely unlikely to 
impose upon any conaidorablo number of 
thoughtful persons. In so far as Mr. 
Mackenzie's liailway policy, properly so 
colled, is ccncorned.we do not think our 
contemporary justified in characterising 
is in such extreme terms of wholesale 
denudation; nor do we think it is at all 
consistent with its former self in deling 
BO. But it is, perhaps, too much to ex- 
pnct consiatonny from snob a qnartev. 
Eeoourse isbad to an ultra Opposition 
journal to substantiate its position; but 
our contemi^orary ought to know lio .y 
that class of evideuco abounded against 
tho policy of the late Administration. On 
such evidence there need bo no dilliculty 
in proving almost anything as against the 
present Administration. It is no part of 
OUT present object to enter into a dis- 
ouasion of that scheme ;but we may sny, 
en passant, that the Bill contains no pro- 
Tisions in their nature so objectionable 
or BO different from those of its predeces- 
sor as to justify the critioisni bestowed on 
it by our local contemporary. Those 
who hare read tho debate which took 
place upon the Railway Bill in Parlia- 
ment will have observed that members of 
the late Adaainistration (Dr. Tuppor, to 
wit) opposed it, not upon the ground of 
its leanness and unworkableness, but, on 
the contrary, because of its alleged exces- 
sive liberality and ccnBOipiential burdon- 
Bomeness upon the Dominion,— grounds 
upon which the Pacific Province would . 
hardly be expected to disapprove. Turn- 
ing from what, for want of a better term 
may be designated Mr. Mackenzie's Bail- 
way polioy-in-ohief, to that which, al- 
though corollary thereto, is of supreme 
concernment to British Columbia, let us 
consider for a little how far tho local 
organ is justified in characterising as 
"ridiculous" tho "proposals" made 
through Mr. Edgar by tho Canadian Pre- 
mier. As a matter of course, tho organ 
finds it necessary to ondeavour to make 
those x^roposals appear "ridiculous" in 
order to justify its masters' treatment of 
them. But let us seo how for it is borne 
out by facts; and to this end wc shall re- 
capitulate tbo terms of tbo iJroposala,not 
in oil the baldness of their birth, but in 
the amptitude of those details which Mr. 
Mackenzie is now known to have been 
ready to concede, bad not the local Gov- 
ernment, for reasons of their own not 
difficult to undor.staiul, rudely broken oil' 
all negotiations. That portion of the 
railway between Esquimau audNauainio, 
together with a telegraph lino, to be ooui- 
meuced this year at both ends and in the 
middle, and completed within two years. 
Survoys on tho 5lainlaud to bo pushed 
forward to completion this year; there- 
upon a waggon-road and telegraph to bo 
at once constructed along tho entire route, 
and railway construction to be at the 
same time (not after completion of wag- 
gon-road and telegraph, as some have as- 
serted) commenced at two or more cen- 
tral points beyond tho Cascades as well 
as on tho seaboard, and continuously ])ro- 
aecuted at a ratio never falling under a 
minimum oxponditm e of one inillionsiiro 
hundred thousand dollars in any ono 
year. Such is substantially tbo xn'oposul 
which tho organ designates as "ridicu- 
lous" and Mr. Wolkem's action in sum- 
marily rejecting us "statesmanlike." It 
may suit tho purpose of tho organ and its 
masters to take that view of Ihobotia jidc 
• and'honest proposal made by Mr. Mac- 
kesidei but it appears to us that a 
muoh more "statesmanlike" course 
would have been for Mr. Walkem 
to hove gone on with negotiations and, 
having obtained tho best possible terms, 
submitted the result to thoao who aluno 
had the right of acceiptanco or rejection; 
and we have no hesitation in asserting 
that Mr. Mackenzie's ultimatum, even liad 
it been no improvement on that lir.st 
made and above delineated, would not 
have been pronounced 'ridiculous' by tho 
great body of the people. As the iiiallL-r 
now stands, the Province has been placed 
in a false and humiliating position- lier 
only immediate hope being in tho mag- 
nanimity of the very party her own Miu- 
istors have so wantonly insulted. iSomo 
talk about an appeal to the Queen. For 
what? To learn what ought to bo sufli- 
cieutly obvious alreadyV To incur atwelve- 
inonth's delay and widen tho broach be- 
tween tho Province and tho party wo 
must deal with of ter all ? It remains for 
the People to decide whether they v. ill lis- 
ten to reason now or in t^'elvemonths. It 
is for them to decide whether they will 



have a satisfactory commencement of 
railway constrnotion now or a possibly 
unsatisfactory one In* th^o uncertain ^ fu- 
ture.

Mr. Geo. Black, when going out to tho 
place wliorB liis cattle are pasturing, near 
the Coquitlum, on tho new Government 
road, very nourly bufTorecl the fate of the 
Mttstor of llavenswood, and found very 
great dillioulty in avoiding it. Hishorso 
.„'8ank up to hia neck, and in struggling to 
free himaolf broke his leg. Mr. Black, 
finding tho animal worthless from the na- 
ture of its injuries, killed it where it lay. 
This celobrated road upon which bo much 
of tho pooplo's money has been usolossly 
■wasted, is simply n dolusiou and n snare, 
and people had bettor not try to get over 
it. 

" "We regret to announce that Mr. E. 
Poatill, who was so favorably known in 
this city, and was on his way to Okana- 

gau to occupy a ranch, died a few days 
ago from iuflaniination of tho lungs. Mr. 
Poslill was a native of England, although 
for some time a rosidcmt in Canada, and 
had acquired cousidorablo experience of 
farming on this continent. Ho leaves a 
Vi'low and a large family to mourn his 
loss.

Hobetzky'b "Cakada on ttth Pacific" 
is a readable volume and a valuable con- 
tribution to tho scanty knowledge yet ac- 
quired of tho vast northern oolottizable 
country forming part of tho Canadian Do- 
minion, in a few short years, if mattars 
bo rightly managed, to have its smiling 
farms, its bustling towns and villages,

canoe from Lasser Slave Lake to Dnno- 
gan on Peace Itiver, Fort St. John ond 
tho Bocky Mountain portage, are to ub 
the most interesting in the book. The 
xjsoutining ohapters are devoted to the 
jbarnay from the Eooky Mountains to the 
ooaat at Skeena mouth, a yoyage from tho 
PorfSimpSoa to Victoria «to the Queen 
Charlotte gronp, some notice of the Co- 
lumbia Indians, and, lastly, of the "Can- 
Ada Pacific rout-j,"- a question yet in the 
hands of the engineers, and to be settled 
in doe season by the'statesmen of the Do- 
minion.

The Paoiflo Railway. 

In a late number of the Canadian 

Monetary Times we find a tersely-written 
article on Mr. Mackenzie's Railway poli- 
cy — all the more valuable for being free 
from political bias. Not having room to 
spars for tho whole nrtiolo wo present a 
few bits of, and observations on, it: 

" If tho throe years that have olnpsod 
binoe the Dominion was deflaifcelj oom- 
mitted to this project have witnessed 
little progress in the work, thi& import- 
ant point has boon gained: tho wholo bur- 
den has settled down whero it must have 
fallen sooner or later, viz., upon tho 
shoulders of the taxpayers. Under the 
schemes propouudod by the late Govern- 
ment, it was attempts to place betvreen 
the Dominion revenue and the risk of the 
undertaking a contracting company. The 
practical efToot of this plnn--ao loog aa 
it vas sought to nogotiato with a siiiglo 
company with the wIkjIo work — was to 
atlbrd a good chance for prollts to indi- 
viduals, with the certainty that tho losses, 
if any, would fall upon tlio country. 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie's scheme, propound- 
ed in the House last week, assumes that 
tho Dominion mn.st accept tho luiancial 
responsibility. Tbis brings us face to 
face with tho undertaking in all its gra- 
vity." 

After skotohing the main features of 
the scheme, with which our renders are 
already sufHciently familiar, it proceeds 
to point oiltsonio of the objections to 
which it conceives tho arrangement for a 
mixed re.sponsibility in treating lands to 
bo turned over to tho contrnotors (should 
tliero bo contractors) to bo open, and it 
shows with considerable force where the 
Government and the oontrnotors are liable 
to come in collision; and it oonchidcs 
that tho ohanoea of profit and the risk of 
failure should rest squarely on tho satue 
shoulders. 

" If," continues tho writer, "contrac- 
tors are not dealt witli, tho only other 
alternative is construction by the Public 
Work Department. Deliver ca from 
such a prospect! That means tlio reign 
supremo of Hod Tape for the next quar- 
ter of a century. Horrors of horiora! 
The 9200,000,000 would Lo gone and the 
present generation die out in despair, 
leaving the work for tho unborn ganera- 
tion to complete. ***** 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie's axploDations of the 
difficulties which confront us in extend- 
ing the lino to the aoutheru extremity of 
Vancouver Island aro calculated to startle 
the uoiiutry. A mile and a half of bridg 
ing on tho Narrows between that Island 
and the mainland; two spans of 1,350 feot, 
one span of 1,200 feet, three spans of 1,- 
100 foot, and one span of 510 feet: a work 
tho expense and diraoultj of which would 
be more formidable than tliat of tho Vic- 
toria bridge at Montreal, aro among tho 
features of tho undertaking in British 
Columbia, whioh the tax-payors of tho 
Dominion are ^invited ts contemplate. 
Then there are several tunnels in the lame 
vicinity, ranging from lOO to 3,000 feot 
in length, to add to the awkwardneps of 
tho situation. It does seem to verge on 
the absurd that wo should be asked to 
build a line of 210 miles on Vancouver 
Island. It surely ought to bo sufficient 
to reach doop water at any point in the 
Province, where ocean-going vessels 
could receive and discharge their cargoes 
in safsty. Anything beyond involves n 
superfluous expenditure, for which ihcre 
can be no possible justiOcation except the 
trammels of a moat objoctiouablo com- 
pact already entered into." 

Sandford Plemiug's Report. 

The Chief Engineer of the Dominion 
concluded his report on tho Itailway as 
follows: 

In submitting tliis Beport, with the 
voluminous appendices, I respectfully 
consider that lam juatifiod in thus sum- 
marizing its conclusions: 

1, That, although the information re- 
specting the Bocky Mountain Zone is not 
yet Buflioiently complete to cstublisli tho 
line to the Pacific, several routes Lave, 
however, been found, on whicli tho ob- 
staolas mot with, although formidiiblo, 
are not insuperable. 

2, That there are reasonable grounds 
for the belief that the exploration in pro- 
gross in British Columbia will result in 
the discovery of a lino throughf ;e liocky 
Mountain Bogiou, which, talcing every- 
thing into consideration, will bo luoro 
eligible than any yet surveyed. 

3, That it ia now established beyond 
aoubt, that a favouruble and comparative- 
ly easy route, considering the lin<> as a 
whole, has been found from Ottawa to 
t!ie northerly aide of Lake Superior. 
This rosult is the more Kiitisfactor_) . p.s 
unfavorable impros'^ons had been creat- 
ed regarding this portion of tho country, 
many having considered it even impract- 
icable for railway oonstruotion. 

-1. That it will be possible to locate the 
lino direct from the northerly side of 
Lake Superior to tho Prairio Ilogion, 
without uiniHually oxponsivo works of 
construction, at tho aamu timo with ro- 
markalvly light gradieuts in tho direction 
of tho heavy trallic. 

5. Tliat tho main lino from Ottr. a to 
Mauitobn, cmi bo located in such a wiiy as 
to render niinocobsary the construction cif 
» branch, to reach tho navigable waters of 
Lake Superior. 

G. That there will be no difficulty in 
finding a comparatively easy routo acroaa 
the Prairio Hogion; that tho bridgiujy cf 
tho largo rivers, with proper caro in lo- 
cation, will form no largo proportion of 
the cost of tho whole oxtaiit of railway. 

7. That tho lakes and rivers of tho Prai- 
rie Ilogion may bo advautngeoualy used 
in tho introduction of settlorH and in the 
construction of the railway, 

8. That with rospoct to operating the 
railway in winter, tho chief difficuitiea 
will ho found on tha wo.storn ijlopos of 
the two groat mountnin chains in British 
Columbia, but, oicopt in those localifcios, 
tho Canadian Paoiiic Builway will have, 
on an average, considerably less snow 
than existing raiiifayB li«re to contend 
with. 

0. Tliat tho practicability of establish- 
ing E»ilway communication across tho 
continent, wholly within tho limits of thr 
Dominion, is no longer a niatfor of doubt, 
Tt may indeed bo now accepted as a cer- 
tainty that a route has been found, gen- 
erally iiossessing favourable enginoering 
features, with the exception of a short 
section approoching tho Pacilic coast; 
which routo, taking its ontiro length, in- 
cluding tho oxooptional section nlhulod 
to, will on tho arerggijijhigfl^i^htor work 
and will require less' odsttf stiuotiircs, 
than have been neoassary.on many of tho 
Itailwaya now in operation in the Domin- 
ion.

Results of tbe Sdrveys of 

1871 and 1872 



The surveya and exi)lorations of 
1S72 have been dii'eoted in search of a 
practicable line for tlie railway, through 
tho Kooky mountnina, by tho yoUow- 
Lead pass, aud thcnco braiichiug into 
throe liuos from thoir woatorn slopa; 
two tcriuiuntiug- nt Burri^rd Inlet, on 
the Strait of Georgia(Pacifio ooast),and 
tbo other at Bute Inlet— about 120 
miles farther up tlio strnib. 

Tho result is tbnfc a very favourable 
line has Leon found, cloar through the 
Koclcj mouutnins, and down the 
Thomjjsou river to Kamloops, n dis- 
tance of 800 miles, with tbo ezcoption 
i)i about 20 miles, from Moose to Cran- 
berry lako,wbic]i requires revision; but 
from that point the two liue.s aarvoyod 
through tho coast cliaiu of mountains 
in lS7i-2 (conuectiug at Fort Hope) 
to Biurard's Inlet, have proved very 
unfavorable. 

The line to Buto^ Inlet is moro 
favorable through the const chain of 
mountains to Waddiiigton harbour, at 
tho bead of tho inlot, where tide water 
is reached, and from whicli tlie naviga- 
tion is good to any harbour iu British 
Columbia. But tho surveys show a 
possible connection with Vancouver 
Island, via Seymour narrows by rail- 
way, the whole of whioh, or portion of 
it — witli a ferry— could bo coustructcd 
whenever circumstauces should arise 
to warrant the outlay. And from Sey- 
mour narrow.s the railway could bo 
taken to any harbour on the oa.nt coast 
of Vancouver Island, or to Alberni 
canal (Barclay Sound), on tho west 
coast, at moderate outlay. 

Itisthe connoeting of tluH routo with 
tho Yeilowboad pass tiiat is tho least 
satisfactory. The starting point is too 
far down the Thompson river to get a 
favorable lino across to the Ghilcotin 
plains. 

If it wore possible to get across from 
thebead waters of the north Thompson, 
by the head of tho Clearwater lake, 
to the Horsefly valley, much of tho 
difficulty would be avoided, and tbo 
distance considerably shorteuod; the 
importance of this may demand furfciier 
examination. 

There is yet another route, which, 
from inioruiatiou I have gleaned from 
various sources, gives promiso of a 
practicable lino, and which I think is 
well worth the c'cponso of a survoj-. 

This routo will leave tho Thomp- 
son valley at somo point between 
Clearwater and Kamloops, thenco by 
tho valleys of Bonaparte and H&t 
rivers to the Fraser river, near Lilloet; 
the line will then cross tho Fraser and 
follow the shores of Seaton and And- 
erson lakes, and thence by a series of 
valleys through the Cascade mountains 
to Howe's sound on the' Strait of 
Georgia. 

On reference to the mop it will be 
seen that this route is very direct from 
Yellowhead pass to tho Pacific, but its 
engineering features or its practica- 
bility can only lie ascertained by the 
tost of actu.xl survey. — Marcus Smith in 
Sdii/ord Flemings Heport,

traflic in iiito.Kicating liquors. Tho fol- 
lowing wo take from the printed Report 
of the Select Committee to whioh tha mat- 
ter was referred; — 

The Petitions which hare beenreferred 
to your Committee number 993, and have 
attached to them 319,291 signatures, be- 
ing ton tinios tho number of those of last 
year; 117 of tho petitions aro from Muni- 
cijial Councils, and t) from other ropre- 
soiitativa bodioH, each acting for a con- 
siderable number of persons; it is there- 
fore obvious that the aggregatennmber of 
signatures mentioned would have to bo 
largely increased, probably to 500,000, in 
order to couvoy ai' appro.Kimato idea of 
the vast numbor of individuals who pleatl 
for a prohibitory law. Among the repre- 
sentalive jjotitions there is ono from the 
Legislative Assembly of New Brunswick, 
signed by 83 members, and one from the 
General Assemblj of tho Canada Presby- 
terian Church, which claims a constitu- 
ency of 220,000 church memberH, and it 
mu.st not bo forgotten that the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario joiiiod last year in 
the prayer of those petitions. 

That tho desire for legislative prohibi- 
tion ie not of u merely local or oven Pro- 
vincial character, is shown by the peti- 
tions coming from all tho Provinces of 
tho Uoniinion; there aro from Ontario 
'hil] petitions, with ;i0'i,090 signatures; 
from Quebec lOli petitions, with li,0;{8 
nignaturo.s; from Now Brunswick 92 peti- 
tions, with lt),33o signatures; from Nova 
Scotia 119, petitions, with 13,622; from 
Prince Edward Island 43 (petitions, with 
3, 17-1 Hignaturo.'i; from liritish Columbia 
2 jiotitions, (inuniciiialj with 34 signa- 
tures; and from Manitoha 1 petition (Pres- 
byterian Chiircl'.), with Isignature.
